SUBJECT: Formaiion of 
Sewer District 
Dear Property Owner; 

Most of you should have 
received an earlier letter 
which, invited you to an in¬ 
formal meeting on sewers to 
be hold at the Sierra Madre 
City Hall on Tue.stlay, Feb¬ 
ruary 29, 1972. 

If you failed to get that 
letter or did not attend the 
February 29 mcetin-g, let me 
reiterate a few tacts which 
came out at the meeting: 

1. There are some twenty- 
two sep-arate areas in Sierra 
Madre that are 'iin.sewerd at 
rhis time. 

2. Three of these areas 
(Camillo, a porlio.n of 
Orange Grove, and a portion 
of Manzanita) are having a 
serious problem and need 
sewers immediately. 

3. It will be substantially 
les,s o.xpensive to proceed 
with one large district than 
to form a jiumber of small 
di.stricts. 

4. No private system of 
septic tank and cesspool will 
last indefinitely. 

5. Pumping once started' is 
a continuing operation and 
some persons Iiave already 


invp.sted almost as much in 
pumping or other temporary 
measures as the estimated 
.‘'(.'wcr Installation cost. 

6. A -sewer line is a good 
property sales factor and 
several people -spoke of los¬ 
ing sales clue to lack of 
sewers.

ON THE new 

FICTITIOUS NAME LAW 


1. QUESTION: When does the new Fictitious 
Name Law take effect? 

ANSWER; It took effect on July 1, 1971.

ANSWER; Statutory tiling fee tor the new 
statement, inclusive of mandatory certification of 
a copy by the County Clerk, is $10.00. Publica¬ 
tion charge for the four insertions of the notice is 
determined by the selected newspaper. 

12. QUESTION; Can two or more fictitious name 
businesses operating under different names from the 
same address but owned by the same person or per¬ 
sons tile and publish under a single statement? 

ANSWER: Yes, provided two or more tiling 
fees of $10.00 each are paid the County Clerk tor 
multiple indexing, and provided that printer's proofs 
of publication are provided the County Clerk tor 
filing with the original copies of the consolidated 
statement. Most newspapers will make an additional 
charge for each additional firm name.

3. QUESTION: What is a Fictitous Firm Name? 

ANSWER: One that does not include the 

surname of the operator, or one that implies the 
ownership participation of others such as Brothers, 
Sons, Associates, Company”; or it a corporation 
owner, a name different trom that registered in the 
Articles of Incorporation. 

4. QUESTION: What is the purpose of the ficti¬ 
tious name procedure? 

ANSWER: The requirements have been in ef¬ 
fect in California since 1872 and are designed to 
protect the consumer by enabling him to identify 
the person or persons with whom he is really dealing. 

5 . QUESTION; Must all firm presently doing busi¬ 
ness under fictitious names file new statements? 

ANSWER: Yes, all must re-tile under new 
code sections of the Business and Professions Code 
which replace those in the Civil Code: The new 
sections are 17900-17930 and also Sections 7540 
and 10159.5 and Section 10522.5 of the Business 
and Professions Code, and Section 12300.2 of the 


13. QUESTIQN: Will a change in residence ad¬ 
dress of an Individual or member of a general part¬ 
nership doing business under a filed fictitious name 
make necessary a publication when tiling is repeated 
at the end of each five year period? 

ANSWER: Yes, publication will be required 
when re-filing is made at the end of each five 
year period if there has been any change in 
information” which makes a new statement differ 
trom the old one. If there have been no changes 
in the statement from one five year period to the 
next, no additional publication will be required. 
However, this Issue cannot be raised until 1976 and 
the years thereafter. 

14. QUESTIQN; Is it mandatory that a single 
style of printed form be used in filing and pub¬ 
lishing of Fictitious Name Statements? 

ANSWER: County Counsel of Los Angeles 
County has ruled that any form is acceptable pro¬ 
vided it is of the 8 I /2 by 11-Inch dimensions pres¬ 
cribed by the State Judicial Council tor forms, 
and provided it embraces all items specified In 
Section 17913 of the Business and Professions Code, 
and without regard to other material that may be 
printed on the forms tor Identification or informa¬ 
tional purposes. 


6 . QUESTION: Must all firms doing business 
under a fictitious name publish at the time of filing? 

ANSWER: County Clerk of Los Angeles County 
has ruled that effective July 1, 1971, all registrants 
under the new law must publish. 

7. QUESTION: Precisely what Is the process tor 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Publication must be made once a 
week tor tour weeks in a qualified newspaper dr- 
culating in the area of the affected business. Publica¬ 
tion must be commenced within 30 days after tiling. 
And proof of publication must be filed with the 
County Clerk within 30 days after completion of

15. QUESTION: After July 1, 1971, will all new 
filings require pubication? 

ANSWER: All new filings will require pub¬ 
ication until December 31, 1976. (Ruling of the 
County Clerk of Los Angeles County.) 

16. QUESTION: What other values do registrants 
gain through publication of Fictitious Firm Names? 

ANSWER: Evidential proof of priority is esta¬ 
blished In the event competitors later use or tile 
under the same name. Also their is direct advertising 
value tor the firm through publication tour times 
in a local newspaper of substantial circuatlon of the 
name and address of the business, it being noted 
that newspapers frequently print such names in

Unde Sam Grows Bigger 


The Host Office Department is considering acquisition 
of its own fleet of planes ranging from four-engined 
iransports down to smaller types. The idea behind the 
proposal is to use the planes for carrying mail. Also it is 
reported that another government agency, the General 
.Services Administration, is studying the possiliilily of 
<‘stablishing a government-wide fleet of planes. And so 
gov(*rnm(‘nt grows day after day, month after montii, year 
after year always in the name of greater effioieney or 
of providing a needed service. 

Moaiiwliile, relatively speaking, tlie taxpayer grows 
poorer. A Washington observer reports, “Of all tlie metro¬ 
politan areas of tlie United States none lias come tlirough 
economic recession with fewer bruises and blemishes than 
the nation's capital.” The flow of public funds makes Wash¬ 
ington, D.C. di'pression proof. Each new program, each 
new stu'vico providi'd to laxpayiTs mi'ans more liigli-priced 
public servants. No longer does a civil service job mean 
little money but good security. It now means both, and 
civil service workers in many instances fare as well or 
iHdter than ttieir iionfederal counterparts. Fleets of gov- 
einmont planes flying around the country will he anotlier 
reminder that the citizen is getting smaller as government 
gets bigger.

them. To this end, the pharmacists of our community 
offer the following review; 

Q. Is there a new law that will prevent accidental 

poisonings'? Pra 

A. The Poison Prevention Packaging Act, Public Law 
91-601, seeks to protect children from accidentally in- dan 
gesting toxic substances by requiring safety closures and A 
other safety packaging. The package must be so designed the 
that most children under five will find it difficult to open 
but will still be relatively uncomplicated in the hands of 
an adult. 

Q. Does this mean all medicines, cleaning products, 
etc. will be in “safety" packages? 

A. A special packaging will be required for those 
items which could cause serious personal injury or illness 
to children when those items arc packaged in such a way, 
and in such quantities, that their accessibility presents 
a hazard. 

Q. Will the “safety” container also protect the quality ^ 
of the drug inside? V 

A. Unfortunately, no child-resistant container for drug ■ 
products is known with certainty to satisfy our high stan- ■ 

dards for assuring that medication will bo both safe and 1 

effective when administered to the patient — that is, a 1 
‘'tight” container which will protect liquid drug products 
from evaporation and solid drug products such as tablets 
or capsules from decomposition. We are hopeful this un¬ 
certainty will be resolved soon. 

Q. Does the now “safety” packaging mean I don’t have 
to worry about my child? 

A. Absolutely not, Agile, ingenious children are going 
to investigate every possible way to open a container. If 
their fingers won’t work, their teeth might. 

Q. What can I do then? i 

A. Keep all household products and medicines out , 

of the reach — and sight — of children. Lock the pro- | 

ducts and medicines up when not in use, and when they 
are in use, they should never be left on the counter or 
floor. If you have to answer the door or phone, take the 
product with you.
